Seth was a well-known and well-loved anarchist 
active in Southern California for two decades until he took his life 
in 2003. His death bruised the heart of the local community and 
we want to ensure that he is always remembered, loved, and 
cherished. We figured this was one way we could pay respect to 
him and all those who loved him.
